Shrinking War in Laos 
The “brushfire war’ in Laos—which at 

some times seemed to threaten another Korea 

j~—apparently is diminishing in importance as. 
United Nafions observers and reporters ap- 
proach its “battlefields,” _ 4 

Roughly a m@nth ago the Western world 
hecame concernediabout reports of a Commu- 
‘nist campaign to over-run Laos. The jungle 
was said to be full of Reds from North Viet- 
nam and China as well as Laotian Pathet Lao 
rebels crossing into the country from Thai- 
land. There were reports of a reign of terror, 
of bodies—even those of children—cast into 
rivers, of 80 or more villages taken. 

On Aug. 26 Ngon Sananikone, Laotian rep- 
resentative in Washington, declared that the 
situation was “grave,” that it might soon turn 
into a “debacle.” . Hopes for the survival of 
Laos as a free: try, he said, were dim. An 
appeal was made for United Nations troops. 
The United States decided to send military 
support for another 5000 soldiers. The State 
Department issued @stern warning. The U.N. 
Security Council was called into session. Lon- 
don agreed that the reports were indeed seri- 
ous, if true. The U.N. decided to send repfe- 
sentatives to find out. 

Now in.Laos, those representatives: have 
not been offered much more evidence than a 
basket of mortar shards said to have been 
picked up on the field of Sam Teu\where a 
four-day “battle” was fought a little more 
than a week ago. ‘There are no prisoners to 
reveal the: identity or number of the enemy. 
The size of the loyal force shrinks amazingly. 
In the capital, Gen. Amkha Seukavong says 
it numbered 300.. Lt. Beune Thank, the field 
commander, says tie had only 140 men and 
that all but 30 were deployed elsewhere. 
Damage seems to have been confined to the 
burning of two grass huts—in which two men 
were killed—and a crack in the ridge-pole 
of the lieutenant’s grass hut. 

The. facts. naw so.slowly emerging have led 
Richard Dudman of the Post-Dispatch to re- 
port from. Laos that the crisis is political 
rather than military, and that on-the-scene in- 
formation near the border is widely at vari- 
ance with earlier communiques handed to re- 
porters in Vientiane. 


. Further evidence may be forthcoming, but» 


it now seéms dowbtful that it will justify the 
alarms, Probably the borders of Laos are 
leaky as a sieve, and probably Pathet. Lao 
people, if not North Vietnamese or Chinese, 
cross them more or less at will. The Laotians 
are easy-going. Their laxness could involve 
distant friends in serious trouble. That is 
why the U.N. was wise in deciding to learn 
something of the size of the wolf behind the 
Laotian wolf-cries. 


What a Life Can Pe 


In the: years 1908-09 a wiry, energetic 
little man made a first-hand survey of so- 
called. medical schools in the United States 
for the Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching. Many of the 155 schools 
he visited personally were little beyond the 
superstition and quackery of the Middle Ages. 
Some schools were out-and-out diploma mills. 
A large number of the medical teachers were 
complete incompetents and hence could teach 
their students nothing of value. The few 
great medical schools such as Johns,Hopkins 
suffered frém inevitable ‘association with the 
fraudulent institutions. 

In his birthplace of Louisville, the investi- 
gator, Dr. Abraham Fiexner, recommended. 
that seven inferior schools be closed and that 

one good) school be formed from those few 
parts of the seven that were salvageable. He 
came'to St. Louis and went through the Wash- 
‘ington University Medical School with the ex- 
actness of'a surgeon. As a consequence virtu- 
ally the whole faeulty was dismissed and a 
fresh start was undertaken by Robert Brook- 
ings along the lines the resolute critic 
recommended. ‘ 

Almost 50 years have passed since the 
Flexner Report of 1910. It still stands out 
as a landmark in education and medicine. Out 
of it‘came the impétus for the building of the 
great American medical centers whose clinics 
and laboratories have saved countless lives, 
trained thousands of physicians and surgeons 
and attracted men and women from over the 
world. Yet his famous survey of mediéal 
schools was only one ef Abraham Flexner’s 
good works, Upon his “retirement” he founded 
the Institute of Advanced Study at Princeton, 
N.J., with Albert Einstein as his first faculty 
member. He made it a haven for free re- 
search and inquiry for scholars and such it 
has been for 30 years. ‘ 

Dr. Flexner’s déath at the age of 93 in 
Falls Church, Va., closés one of the most use- 
ful lives ever lived on this continent. He 
called his gutobiography, “I Remember.” Fel- 
low Americans can say to him: “We will 
remember.”

The answer was (and 
still is) no. The alcohol is 
still in the system. But 
the old idea still lingers. 
Many people believe if 
they drink ‘too much they 
can undo the damage by 
eating something after- 
ward. 

Some readers were quite 
vehement about my reply.

planation. 

I will explain, but with the understanding that this column 
is not a schoolhouse for cocktail party devotees. 

Better people than I have tried to implant the idea of 
moderation, but their success, if any, has been indifferent. 
For thousands of years people have been making and con- 
suming fermented liquors. So, since people continue drinking 
these fluids, and ethyl alcohol is the common critical con- 
stituent, let’s at least find out a little more of the nature of 
alcohol. 


There are, in fact, a whole group of alcohols— 
methyl, ethyl, propyl, butyal, amyl, hexyl, heptyl and 
so on. Of the lot, all are toxic—that is poisonous— 
ethyl alcohol being the one exception which can be 
consumed without the imbiber being immediately 
poisoned. But even ethyl alcohol, once a certain thres- 
_ hold has been passed becomes poisonous, and alcohol 
poisoning is by no means a thing of the past. 


Indeed, it breaks your heart to hear of children who 
climb on a chair and reach a whisky bottle from which they 
have seen their elders drink. A few bitter swallows and the 
child is desperately ill. Sometimes even death follows. 

That’s the nature of alcohol, and you might as well re- 
member it. It is an irritant. It is a drug as well as a food. 
That is to say, alcohol has calories, although it furnishes no 
other nutrition. It is a sedative, being related chemically to 

ether and chloroform although not as powerful. 


But how is this alcohol absorbed? What effect does eating 
have? Or black coffee, or walking a drunk around the block? 
We'll continue this topic tomorrow.

A third method of providing 
opportunities for children with 
superior mental ability is to 
keep them in the same class 
with average and dull-normal 
pupils but to supply “enrich- 
ment” for them. They are ex- 
cused from some of the more 
elementary work and are en- 
couraged to engage in projects 
or to read more advanced’ ma- 
terial on the subject being stu- 
died. 

This sounds good, but in 
practice it is apt to mean mere- 
ly extra homework. 

Gifted children may have real 
difficulty finding congenial 
friends of their own age. Their 
interests are different from 
those of average children. To 
some extent this difficulty. con- 
tinues through life. 


An awareness of and sensiti- }, 


vity to the’world’s injustices and 
tragic situations is probably the 
source of another problem of the 
gifted. Fortunately, most gifted 
people have a strong sense of 
humor. 
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Bright youngsters have many hobbies. 


What can you do to help your 
gifted youngster avoid strains 
and problems which are mostly 
not of his own making? Even 
more than the average child, the 
gifted need love, understanding, 
encouragement, and a relaxed 
atmosphere in the home. And in 
most cases they are likely to 
give a great deal in return.

Leonard B. Harmon, playing 
the South hand, felt pretty sure 
that East had returned his fourth- 
best club. Applying the Rule of 


_ Eleven, he discovered that South, 


West and North had started with 
six clubs higher than the five. 

Declarer knew that dummy had 
started with the jack of clubs 
and that his own hand had start- 
ed with four cards higher than 
the five of clubs. This left only 
one such card for West to hold. 
Since West had already led the 
ten of clubs, he could not hold 
any other card higher than the 
five of clubs. 

Armed with this information 
Harmon finessed the six of clubs. 
The deep finesse worked, as ex- 
pected. 

From this point on Harmon 
could play the hand in comfort.
